Jubilee Park, rear of young people’s 
exercise and play facilities, has been planted 
up. Autumn tree and stream works have 
been completed. Anyone with concerns 
about trees please contact the Council. 
Complete the form available from the office 
or on line https://www.barhillpc.org.uk/ 
forms/ Concerned residents have 
contacted the Parish Council about the 
number of trees that have been removed or 
cut back, including those removed by 
Highways England in connection with the 
A14 Improvement Scheme. Highways 
England have promised that they will be 
replanting and with the announcement that 
these works are being completed early the 
Parish Council hopes to soon see evidence 
of the replanting scheme. As regards tree/ 
hedge/shrub maintenance within the parish 
boundary, our programmes focus on 
recommendations from the aboriculturalist, 
subject of course to compliance with any 
tree preservation orders, protection of rights 
for wildlife and meeting the needs of 
residents, especially where there are 
concerns that some of the trees planted, or 
retained during the housebuilding 
programme within Bar Hill, have now 
reached their mature height and spread, in 
some instances causing a nuisance for 
nearby residents in terms of shading and 
leaf/fruit fall. This situation will be monitored 
by the Parish Council and actions taken in 
accordance with aboriculturalist/tree 
surgeon advice. 

A resident request to move the bus timetable 
at Hillcrest away from the muddy verge and 
on to the bus shelter wall is being discussed 
with Stagecoach. The Council is aware that 
whilst the A14 improvement scheme has 
been going on times have been extremely 
difficult for bus users, often having to wait 
for up to an hour or so for the bus. A 
request from a resident to install seats in the 
bus shelters was reviewed by the 


Environment and Amenities Committee in 
February. The design of the brick bus 
shelters would make it difficult for people 
using the seats to see the bus coming and 
equally difficult for the bus driver to see 
anyone waiting inside. Installation of seats 
in all the bus shelters would be a costly 
exercise and now that the A14 works are 
nearly complete, the buses should get back 
into the regular times pattern. It was 
therefore decided not to pursue any projects 
for installation of seats in the foreseeable 
future. 

The Parish Council is continuing dialogue 
with Tesco Bar Hill and HQ to get the tree 
area at the bottom of Viking Way/entrance to 
Tesco Carpark beside the chip shop cleared 
and tidied. 

Cambridgeshire County Council Highways 
has advised they intend carrying out repairs 
to the road surface at Saxon Way and 
Trafalgar Way between 7.30am and 6pm 
Monday 6 April to Friday 10 April 2020. 

This will necessitate road closure/traffic 
control and also affect the bus service 
although the Council understands the stop 
at Tesco will not be involved.

DISTRICT COUNCILLORS REPORT - MARCH 2020 


Countrywide Scams Partnership 
Members of the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Against Scams Partnership 
(CAPASP) met in Huntingdon in December to 
mark their first anniversary. CAPASP is 
made up of around 20 local partners 
comprising of Citizens Advice, Age UK, 
Cambridgeshire County Council, the Police 
and Crime Commissioner and many more. 

All the groups and organisations involved 
pool resources, activities, initiatives and 
ideas to help prevent people becoming a 
victim of fraud and give support to those 
that have been a victim of fraud. It was 
estimated that Cambridgeshire lost over £15 
million to cyber-crime so this crime will have 
no doubt affected people in Bar Hill ward. 
Scammers are often organised and 
predatory operating not only out of the UK 
but globally often targeting the most 
vulnerable in society. CAPASP has delivered 
workshops to more than 40 businesses 
advising on how to protect against crime 
such as ransomware, invoice fraud and data 
theft, it is also been out in the community 
across Cambridgeshire raising awareness, 
providing advice and signposting to prevent 
people becoming a victim of crime.

Courier Fraud Update 

You may recall earlier 
this month we warned 
of ‘courier fraud’ 
scams where 
fraudsters pose as a 
police officer or bank 
official to persuade 
their often elderly and 
vulnerable victims to 
hand over large 
amounts of cash. 

We have been made 
aware of seven 
separate instances 
where people across Cambridgeshire have 
lost almost £88,000 to courier fraud this 
month alone. 

In six out of the seven instances this month, 
the fraudster has cold-called the victim by 
telephone posing as a police officer claiming 
they had someone in custody as part of a 
fraud investigation. 

The bogus officer told the victim there was 
an issue with their bank account or 
requested their assistance with an ongoing 
investigation. The ultimate aim of the call 
being to lure the victim into withdrawing 
cash from their bank and later handing over 
money to a courier. 

On the other occasion the fraudster has 
claimed to be from the tax office, claiming 
the victim owed in excess of £10,000 and 
would be arrested if they didn’t pay the 
outstanding balance. In this instance the 
victim was told to hand over cash and also 
purchase thousands of pounds worth of 
Amazon vouchers from a supermarket. 
Criminals are increasingly turning to 
vouchers as a method of obtaining funds 
since these are much more difficult to trace 
than banking transactions. 

Between 18 and 26 January five victims in 
the East Cambs area lost a total of £78,500 
and on two occasions in Peterborough, on 8 
and 24 January, two people lost a combined 
£9,000. 

This recent spate of courier fraud is 


appalling and must be stopped.

crimes often have a devastating impact on 
the health and wellbeing of the victims and 
their families. 

Whilst the latest reported incidents are all in 
the same two areas, it is likely the 
scammers are working through a list 
organised by postcode and therefore there 
is a strong chance this scam will appear in 
other areas too. We urge residents to please 
be vigilant to this and pass the message on 
so others can be vigilant too. 

Please remember your bank and the police 
would: 

- Never ask for your bank account details 
or PIN over the phone 

- Never ask you to withdraw money and 
send it to them 

- Never ask you to send them your bank 
cards or any other personal property

If you are suspicious about a telephone 
conversation you should end the call and 
contact us via our non-emergency number, 

101. Ideally use a mobile phone or a friend's 
phone or wait at least five minutes before 
calling to ensure you aren't reconnected to 
the offender. 

To report an incident in action or if you are in 
immediate danger always call 999.

COUNTY COUNCILLORS REPORT 


Finance 

The Council has now set its budget for the 
coming year, April 2020/March 2021. The 
Administration’s main objective in setting its 
budget is to balance any increase in council 
tax with the Council’s funding requirements, 
bearing in mind that any increase in council 
tax directly affects many of its residents. 
Prudent financial management in recent 
years now allows for it to start to invest in 
things that matter to many people. It will 
invest a total of £16m in climate action 
related proposals to support its already 
stated position on the climate emergency. It 
will also create a new £5m fund to help 
deliver a range of community based 
investments. In anticipation of the late 
announcement by Government of highways 
funding for the coming year, the Council will 
use prudential borrowing [£6m] to invest 
£6.366m in highway infrastructure. The 
popular Local Highways Improvement 
scheme will see increased funding of 
£200,000 for the coming year. Council tax 
will be raised by 3.59% to include 2% for 
Adult Social Care. 

Health & Social Care 

The Wuhan Novel Coronavirus [now officially 
named Covid-19] is very much in the news 
and the County Council’s Public Health 
Directorate is being kept updated by Public 
Health England. Anyone who has travelled to 
China or other significantly affected area 
recently, or has been in close contact with 
anyone who has, and subsequently feels 
unwell should call 111 for advice and NOT 
go to either a doctor’s surgery or hospital.

Libraries 

The Council has recently launched a new 
Reading Well for Children collection which is 
available to borrow from any of the county’s 


libraries. Its aim is to support the mental 
health and wellbeing of children aged 7-11, 
providing them and their families and carers 
with information, advice and support for 
coping with feelings and worries. The 
collection contains 33 titles covering topics 
relevant to today’s children such as grief, 
anxiety, bullying and staying safe on line. 

The materials have been chosen and 
endorsed by leading health professionals 
including NHS England, Mind and the Royal 
College of GPs and has been co-produced 
with children and families. 

Local Highway Maintenance 

I have now secured current year funding for 
various maintenance issues on Saxon Way 
and Crafts Way to be dealt with. This work is 
scheduled for early April to take advantage 
of the Easter break. Everything will be done 
to keep disruption to a minimum but there 
will be a need to suspend the use of some 
bus stops at times. Officers are currently 
working with Stagecoach to provide a 
service that will minimise inconvenience to 
local bus users. The details of this will be 
included in a letter that will be distributed 
closer to the date of the work. Site notices 
will also be put up on bus stops giving 
information. This work will address a variety 
of issues that residents have raised over 
recent months and every effort is being 
made to keep inconvenience to a minimum.

Using Emollients Safely 
Emollients are moisturising treatments used 
by all ages to manage dry, itchy or scaly 
skin conditions such as eczema and 
psoriasis. Applied directly to the skin to 
soothe and hydrate it, emollients cover the 
skin with a protective film to trap in 
moisture. 

There is a fire risk associated with all 
emollients whether they contain paraffin or 
not. However, emollients are an important 
and effective treatment for dry skin 
conditions when used safely. 

How can you use your emollients safely? 
Keep away from fire, flames and cigarettes 
when using any type of emollient. Dressings, 
clothing and bedding that have been in 
contact with an emollient can easily catch 
fire. 

Change clothing and bedding regularly - 
preferably daily. Emollients soak into fabric 
and the build-up of residues can increase 
the fire risk. Washing fabrics at high 
temperatures may reduce the build-up but 
does not remove it entirely. 

Tell your doctor, nurse or pharmacist if you 
normally smoke. They will be able to offer 
you help and advice to stop smoking. 

Tell your relatives or carers about your 
treatment and the fire risk. Those who care 
for you can help to keep you safe.

ANTHONY BROWNE MP NEWSLETTER

As 1 write, it has been just over nine weeks 
since the general election, although it feels 
like a lifetime ago. So much has happened 
in the early days of this Parliament both 
nationally and locally. 

The UK has officially left the European Union 
and must now focus on negotiating a new 
trading relationship with our European 
partners. For South Cambridgeshire, a 
crucial aspect of this new arrangement will 
be the provisions on agriculture. 1 was 
therefore delighted to make farming issues 
the focus of my maiden speech to 

Parliament during the debate on the 
government’s new Agriculture Bill.In the 
coming weeks and months 1 want to engage 
closely with local farmers to better 
understand their needs, so that 1 can best 
represent their views in Parliament as it 
shapes the country’s future agriculture 
policy. If you would like to be involved in 
these discussions, please get in touch. 

Last week 1 enjoyed a fascinating visit to the 
new Royal Papworth. It is the first UK 
hospital to be rated outstanding across 
every CQC category, which is a testament to 
the talent and commitment of its staff and 
management team. 1 saw the site where the 
Cambridge Heart & Lung Research Institute 
(HLRI) will be built, a brilliant example of 
how the Biomedical Campus brings 
together the world's best clinicians and 
researchers to develop new treatments for 
the most challenging conditions. We are so 
fortunate that this local expertise will 
improve healthcare not only here in South 
Cambs, but across the world. 1 know there 
are concerns about the UK's ability to 
collaborate with EU research partners post- 
Brexit and 1 therefore raised this matter in 
Parliament with the Science Minister in 
January. He offered his assurance that the 
UK would remain committed to the Horizon 
2020 programme and would seek as full an 
association as possible with its successor 
scheme, but 1 will continue to meet with 


local stakeholders and push the government 
on this issue. 

One of my key pledges as your MP is to 
help to fix our creaking transport system. 

We had some extremely welcome news this 
month when the Transport Secretary 
announced that East West Rail will take a 
northern route through Cambourne where 
local commuter demand is highest. The new 
Cambridge South Station will form a critical 
new transport hub for the Biomedical 
Campus. 1 have already met with Network 

Rail to find out more about this project and 
to discuss parking problems at local 
stations and the notoriously problematic 
level crossing at Foxton. 

1 have had a number of approaches from 
constituents who are worried about the rate 
of development in South Cambridgeshire. 1 
share many of their concerns and will be 
lobbying national government to ensure that 
we do not become victims of our own 
success. Whilst growth is welcome, it must 
be carefully managed and local people’s 
voices must be heard. Infrastructure should 
always be put in place before expansion - ‘1 
before E’ as the saying goes. 

You can make your views known by taking 
part in the initial consultation on the Greater 
Cambridge Local Plan, which contemplates 
a significant increase in housebuilding, at 
www.cambridge.oc2.uk. 

1 am actively raising local issues in 

Parliament. For updates on my questions 
and speeches, the best place to look is my 
Facebook page (©anthonybrownemp) or 
website fanthonybrowne.orgl.

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A14 Highways Update 


In early February the Government-owned 
company responsible for the A14 upgrade 
announced plans to open the A14 
improvement ahead of schedule. 

The £1.5 billion scheme to improve journeys 
between the East of England and the 
Midlands was planned to open by the end of 
2020 but instead will open more than six 
months early this Spring. 

This follows the December opening of the 
new 12-mile bypass south of Huntingdon - a 
whole year early. The new bypass has 
already been used to make more than five 
million journeys! 

Highways England chief executive Jim 
O’Sullivan said: “I would like to thank road 
users, residents and stakeholders for their 
patience and support during our work. This 
road is not just a piece of national 
infrastructure - it brings benefits to the 
region and local communities too.” 

Work on the project began in November 
2016, and has employed around 13,000 
people in total, with up to 2,500 working on 
site during the project’s peak who have been 
working hard to deliver an early opening for 
traffic on the new A14. 

Besides the Huntingdon southern bypass, 
the project includes an upgrade to the A14 
between Swavesey and Milton, and a new 
local access road, the A1307, which runs 
parallel to it between Cambridge and 
Godmanchester. Approximately 24 miles of 
new routes for cyclists, walkers and horse 
riders are also included in the scheme. 

The spring opening date will mark the end of 
permanent roadworks and reduced speed 
limits on the new A14 and the A1307, but 
the project team will still need to carry out a 
number of completion activities such as 
landscaping, installing some of the new 
technology, and work in the verges. 

Later this year Highways England expects to 
seek planning consent for proposals for a 
new dual carriageway A428 between Caxton 
Gibbet and the Black Cat junction with the 
A1 in Bedfordshire. 

The A14 project has acted as a trailblazer for 
safety and environmental best practice, with 
measures including: 

- building bridges and bridge components 
at the side of the road before installing 
[them to minimise the number of 
® closures needed 



- using 100% renewable electricity and 
non-potable water throughout the project 

- trialling technology such as an 
autonomous dump truck and a line 
painting robot to reduce the risks to road 
workers on-site 

- creating over one square mile of new, 
connected habitat for wildlife and planting 
more than 900,000 trees and shrubs - two 
for every one removed before work 
started. 

The project team has also been running a 
dedicated project website and social media 
pages, as well as using a mobile visitor 
centre for face to face events, to share up- 
to-date information and discuss progress 
and issues with local communities. 

The old A14, now known as the A1307 east 
of Huntingdon and along the Alconbury spur, 
and A141 west of Huntingdon, will be 
handed over to Cambridgeshire County 
Council once the project is completed. It will 
be used as a local access road.
